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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sekiguchi (US 

6084650). 

Regarding Claim 1, 

Sekiguchi (Fig. 22) discloses a reflective liquid crystal display comprising a liquid 
crystal layer (16) an absorbing color filter (11) and a broadband reflector (91) said liquid 
crystal display further comprising a holographic reflector (interference filter stacked 
multilayer (50) (column 21 , rows 62-63 to column 22 rows 1-10) arranged between said 
liquid crystal layer (16) and said broadband reflector (91). 
Regarding Claim 2, 

Sekiguchi (Fig. 22) discloses wherein said absorbing color filter (11) is arranged 
on a viewer side of said holographic reflector (50). 
Regarding Claim 3, 

Sekiguchi (Fig. 22) discloses wherein said broadband reflector (50) is a diffusive 
reflector (91). 
Regarding Claim 4, 
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Sekiguchi (Fig. 22) discloses wherein said absorbing color filter (1 1 ) is a 
structured RGB filter defining red, green and blue sub-pixels (11), said liquid crystal 
display thus being a RGB display (column 7, rows 56). 
Regarding Claim 5, 

Sekiguchi (Fig. 22) discloses wherein said holographic reflector is a white 
holographic reflector (column 21 , rows 62-63 to column 22 rows 1-10). 
Regarding Claim 6, 

Sekiguchi (Fig. 22) discloses wherein said holographic reflector is a structured 
holographic reflector defining red, green and blue sub-pixels corresponding to said 
absorbing color filter (column 7, rows 56).
